SUB-COMIVilTTEE FILES REPORT 


Favors Acceptance of the Money and 


Makes Argument in Favor 
of Its 


Position— Protesting 
Ministers Are 


Organizing Sentiment. 


Boston, March 30.—The American 
board of commissioners for foreign 
missions has announced ilia, i'.s pru­ 
dential committee has accepted a re­ 
port of the sub-committee, n commend­ 
ing the acceptance of the gift of $100,- 
000 by J ohn I> Rockefeller, but that 
final action on the matter had been 
postponed for two weeks. 
The report 
of the sub-committee, in the language 
of a statement issued by the board, 
"was received and accepted as 
ex­ 
pressing the unanimous judgment of 
the prudential committee and the ex­ 
ecutive officers" and was to the effect 
that the committee could not accede 
to the protest of those who obj icted 
to the acceptance of the gift. 
The report also stated that the gift 
was offered by Mr. Rockefeller and 
unanimous.y accepted by the pruden- j 
tial committee on Feb. 11 last, 
it 
say s that in accepting the gift the com- j 
mltt.ee followed the universal custom 
of the church in the past “ In receiving 
upon its altars the gifts of ail who j 
were moved to lay them thereon.” 
The report holds that the accept­ 
ance of a gift involves no expression 
of opinion on the part of the commit- j 
tee as to the character of the givers, j 
and to intercept a gift made to others I 
in order to express an opinion seems 
unwarrantable. 
Inasmuch as the protestants have 1 
requested delay the committee will j 
hold final action in abey ance for two , 
weeks. 
Summing up the arguments of the' 
protestants the rejtort say s they prae- j 
tieally declare that the donor of the 
gift is believed to be identified in a 
conspicuous way with a great evil in 
this country and that therefore the 
board should refuse the gift in a con­ 
spicuous way, thus striking a blow at 
the evil. 
“ We feel,” say s the report, 
“ that the protestants have other way s 
of making their views known and that 
the blow should not be struck at the 
expense of 
the people In the non- 
Christian world.” 
The Rev. Mr. Evans, chairman of 
the protesting committee, said: 
“ A 
meeting of the committee has been 
called to discuss the rejxirt and to de­ 
cide upon the next step. 
This com­ 
mittee has been increased in member 
ship to l'> in order that all sections of 
New* England may 
be 
represented. 
The protestants are growing in num­ 
ber throughout the country , both in­ 
side ami without the Congregational 
church. 
More and more representa­ 
tive men are coming over to our side. 
The matter is not 
settled 
by 
any 
means.” 
Columbus. 
O., 
March 30.—“ There 
should he an organized movement of 
the churches." said the Rev. Dr. Wash­ 
ington (Hadden, moderator of the Con 
gregational church, “ against the ac­ 
ceptance of J ohn D. Rockefeller's gift 
to the American board of foreign mis. 
sions. 
Something should be done at 
once. 
1 shall consult the authorities 
of'the church and ascertain their at 
tltude in the matter."

RESCUED BY JAPANESE. 


American 
Steamship 
Released After 
Capture by Mikado's Navy. 
Yokohama, March 30.—The crew of 
the steamer Tacoma, owned by the 
Northwestern Commercial Steamship 
company of Seattle, which was cap­ 
tured by the J apanese March 14. north 
of the island of Hokkaido, has arrived 
here and has been released. 
The crew 
tells a graphic story of adventures in 
the ice floes from March 1 to 14. The 
Tacoma left Seattle at midnight J an. 
5 and on J an. 11 reached Dutch Har­ 
bor. where she coaled. 
Feb. 4 the ves­ 
sel became helplessly icebound before 
Hokkaido island and 
was seriously 
threatened by the heavy 
ice 
packs 
which crashed and bounded against 
her sides 
The decks 
and 
rigging 
were covered with ice. 
The crew ex­ 
pected that the vessel would be crush­ 
ed and made sleds so as to be pre­ 
pared to seek land. 
The coal 
ran 
Short and the fires were put out, which 
resulted in many of the crew nearly 
freezing to death. 
Provisions also ran 
short and the cargo of beef had to be 
broached. 
On March 11 the Tacoma drifted in 
the midst of ice floes only half a mile 
from the dangerous rocks near which 
the British steamer Mars stranded a 
few days later. 
March 14 the Tacoma 
encountered a J apanese warship, by 
which she was rescued. 
The courtesy 
of the J apanese is praised by the of­ 
ficers and crew of the Tacoma, who 
say they expect to return to the United 
States on the steamer Minnesota. 
The Tacoma was loaded with sup­ 
plies, including salt beef, and was re­ 
ported to be bound for Vladivostok, 
though clearing for Shanghai. 
The 
owners of the vessel have asked the 
state department to Intervene and pre­ 
vent. If possible, condemnation by the 
prize court on the ground that the Ta 
coma was not carry ing contraband 
goods and that she was bound direct 
for Shanghai ar.d that her cargo was 
consigned to a Shanghai merchant.

tion by Cap tain Owens of a bill of j 
lading, naming Shanghai as bis des­ 
tination, seemed to satisfy the officer 
in charge of the boarding p arty.

cruiser 
steamed away. 
After the deliv ery of his p etroleum 
at Nagasaki and Kobe. Cap tain Owens 
found his command p laced in the em­ 
p loy of a Russian firm, which kep t her 
for sev eral months carrying sup p lies. 
On her v oyage here the Dragoman 
passed off Tunis the third div ision of 
the Baltic fleet, eonsisting of one bat­ 
tleship and three cruisers.

half alcohol.

medicine with wine or b eer, he should 
also compare tlm dosage. 
Mr. Bok is also most unfair in his 
reference to poisons used in proprie­ 
tary medicines.
